He picked up another 250 votes at the 
Billerica polls. 

Robert Cain, running on stickers 
1319 votes in Wilmington and another 
103 in Billerica 

The Miceli victory was stronger 
than his winning the primary on 
August 2. In Wilmington, Cain picked 
up six votes over his August 2 tally. 
Miceli added 802 to his previous tally. 

After the primary, Cain announced 
that he was still a candidate, running 
on stickers.

There are scrapers, there 
are chisels, knives, hoes, axes, drills 
and spear points, to name a few of the 
artifacts by aboriginal mankind. 

And to say they were Indians is not 
necessarily correct. No one can say 
what color skin the people who lived 
here 2000 or more years ago had. No 
one can certify that they did not have 
three legs. There are no physical 
remains, no paintings, no. word 
descriptions. 

‘There were people, yes. They left 
behind them artifacts, mostly made of 
stone, but a few made of deer horn. 
There are a number of collections of 
these artifacts. 

In the Patten Library in Tewksbury 
is a good collection of artifacts, the so 
called Indian arrowheads and other 
stones. Most of these artifacts were 
found near the Shawsheen River. 
Some were found in North Tewksbury. 

Professor Fred Burt of Lowell 
about 30 years ago put the collection 
together. It was put together in the 
light of the knowledge of that time. 
Today different terms are used. 

In that collection are many kinds of 
points, arrowheads, scrapers, chisels, 
drills and other stones. 

Two of them are small, made of 
white quartz. One is now called the 
Squibnocket Point, and the other 
Wading River Point. At the time that 
Prof, Burt set up that collection in the 
Patten Library they had no dis- 
tinguishing name. 

An archeologist from the State of 
New York, Dr. Ritchie, was the man 
who named them. He found the Squib- 
nocket Point at a point of land on the 
south coast of Martha's Vineyard 
named (of course) Squibnocket. It 


was in association with ashes from 
campfires, and radio carbon analysis 
showed those ashes to date from about 
2,000 BC. Dr. Ritchie likewise found 
the Wading River points near a river 
of that name in Long Island, and also 
with ashes from campfires. Those 

ashes, too, dated at about 2,000 BC. 1 

Thanks to the collection in the 
Patten Library it can be proven that 
mankind lived near the Shawsheen 
River 4,000 years ago. The writer, 
too, has Squibnocket and Wading 
River points, found on the banks of the 
Ipswich River, in Wilmington. 

But Tewksbury has suddenly 
become the place in which to search 
for arrowheads that date much 
further back - perhaps to 7,000 BC. 

The arrowhead for which the search 
is being made is one similar to 
arrowheads which were found in 
Ipswich, Mass., the Bull Brook point. 

Unlike the common arrowhead, and 
there are many varieties to be found, 
the Bull Brook point is “‘fluted"’ - that 
is the sides were hollowed out. 

Fluted arrowheads are a mark of 
extreme antiquity, and archeologists 
all over the United States keep their 
eyes and ears open for anything that 
will help them locate such artifacts. 

In the southwestern states are a 
number of points which have been 
found during the past half century. 
Some are called Folsom Points, some 
are called Clovis Points. There are 
others. 

The Clovis points were found in a 
place called Clovis, in New Mexico, on 
the shores of an ancient and dried up 
lake. Like his more modern counter- 
parts, the ancient people of the Clovis 
tradition liked to live beside water. 

The:points were found to have been 
used by the Clovis man to kill a mam- 
moth - which some people today would 
call an ancient elephant. The 
skeletons of four mammoths were 
found with Clovis points in them, 

The Clovis points were, in fact older 
than the Folsom Point. They were 
“fluted,” in both instances. The sides 
were hollowed out to permit the fit- 
ting of a shaft, either as an arrow or a 
spear. This in the same manner as 
was later found for the Bull Brook 
points. 4 

For many years it was believed that 
only in Southwestern United States 
could these-éxtremely old points be 
found. Then there were finds in two 
sites in New,England that were found

The 
Ipswich site was the most exciting 

The Bull Brook site was on an an- 
cient glacial terrace. Radio carbon 
dating indicated about 7,000 BC - 
about 9,000 years ago - and not too 
long after the last of the glaciers had 
presumably retreated from New 
England. 

Clovis type points were found on 
that glacial terrace, as were other in- 
struments used by aboriginal man - 
scrapers, flake knives, gravers and 
drills. Naturally, there were many 
people who were interested 
Massachusetts has many universities. 
There are more than a few people 
who are archeologists. 

Are there more places in 
Massachusetts in which one might 
find “‘fluted"’ points? Are there other 
traces of aboriginal man, from about 
9,000 years ago? 

A law was passed in that an 
archeologist must first certify a site, 
with regard to ancient artifacts, 
before work could begin, in all in- 
stances where federal funds were in- 
volved. The law is so written that 
work on any excavation can be 
stopped, if necessary, if it is believed 
that some aboriginal points exist at 
the site. The work will stop until a 
better determination is made 

Whitman & Howard is the firm that 
is doing the engineering, for the 
Tewksbury sewer, which may yet be 
constructed from the Merrimack 
River to the Wilmington line. It was 
the firm which prepared the plans for 
the Wilmington sewer for which cén- 
struction has now started to North 
Wilmington.

Associated with Whitman & Howard 
is Dr. Charlotte Thomson. She is an 
archeological consultant. She cer- 
tified that the proposed route in 
Wilmington was without 
archeological interest. One of the 
persons she consulted for that deter- 
mination was the publisher of the 
Town Crier 

Now Dr. Thomson is certifying the 
Tewksbury route. There are a 
number of which the propos- 
ed sewer line crosses - one of them be- 
ing Strongwater Brook, near East 
Street. 


‘She has examined a number of sites, 
bat the one that is interesting is near 
Livingston Street, near the 
Tewksbury Airport. There she has 
found, she says, some “archaic” 
points dating back to 5,000 BC, and 
some felsite chips. 

Dr, Thomson is not saying that she 
has found fluted points, but she feels 
the site is of archeological interest. 
That means perhaps she has dis- 
covered something. 

That Livingston Street site will 
perhaps be of interest in the near 
future, when she makes more ex- 
plorations. 

One of the joys of the life of an 
archeologist is to participate in an ex- 
ploration of a place that has not been 
dug over by amateurs. Professor 
Burt had such an experience, about 30 
years ago in Southeastern 


If there are more than the first in- 
ication, for points, that place could 
be of importance. More explorations 
are possible. Professor Burt might be 
having another experience, similar to 
that of 30 years ago.
